GEN. WOOD LEADS BATTLE 
AGAINST OUTLAWS IN JOLO. 


Bandit Chief Pala and Followers Leave 
300 Dead and Seék Refuge in Swamp, 
. Where They Are Surrounded. 


MANILA, May 15.—Fierce fighting has been 
going on for the last two weeks on the island 
of Jolo betweén the outlaw Moro chief, Pala, 
with 600 wel) armed followers and troops 
under the personal command of Maj. Gen. 
Leonard Wood. Pala’s losses thus far are 
200 killed, while those of Gen. Wood are seven 
killed and nineteen wounded. Pala and his 
remaining followers, in accordance with 
Moro tradition, prefer death to capture. 

Gen. Wood, with detachments from the 
Fourteenth cavalry, the Seventeenth, Twen- 
ty-second, Twenty-third infantry, and con- 
‘stabulary scouts, has driven Pala and his 
followers into a swamp, which has been sur- 
rcunéed, 

‘Pala was a noted slave trader and warrior 
when the Americans occupied the islands. 
Later he eseaped with his followers to the 
{sland of Pula Sekar, near Borneo. One 
of Pala’s leaders deserted dnd took refuge 
in the British settlement at Lahad. Pala. 
discovering his whereabouts, landed with a 
fallowing and demanded of the British mag- 
istrate that he turn the deserter over to him. 

The demand was not complied with and 
Pala ordered a massacre. Twenty-five per- 
sons, itcluding several British, were killed

| FUNERALS ARE IN PERIL 


Men will Be Ordered by yen 
to “Deliver”’ to’ 
_cotted Stores. 


The oxtondiole of the teamsters’ strike to 
include 2,000 cab drivers is hanging in the 
balance. The action depends wpon the 
teamsters’ joint council, for the liverymen 
were united yesterday in declaring that 
they would not withdraw from the ultime-. 
tum issued on Saturday. 
Following the refusal of the teamsters’ 
council Saturday night to allow the union 
cab drivers to take passengers to “ boycot- 
ted’ stores, a meeting of the executive 
board of the Joint Liverymen’s association 
will be held this afternoon’ at 78 Randolph 
street. Definite action will be taken to force 
the question to a crisis. A massmeeting of 
the three associations forming the joint or- 
ganization may be called, and a referendum 
yote taken, for the seriousness of the situ-. 
ation is recognized. 


Affects Seven-Eighths of Total. ‘ 
The liverymen profess to believe that the 
union men will back down from their posi- 
tion, even to the extent of using the subter- 
fuge of taking off their union buttons, be- 
fore they will allow the strike to be extended. 
If both sides rematn obdurate seven-eighths 
of the liverymen in Chicago wil} be affected. 
The most alarming feature the mpend- 
ing strike to the drivers is the effect it will 
have upon funerals. They have not for- 
‘gotten the general indignation during the 
trouble two years ago, and they fear that 
popular sentiment will be against them 
‘from the start. 
The possibility of calling cavalry to pro- 
tect funerals in the outlying cemeteries al- 
ready is’being coneidered bythe liver ymen. 


Perrigo Talks of Situation. 
A. B. Perrigo, president of the South Side 
Liverymen's @ssociation, explained the state 
of affairs yesterday. 

“ Until a few days ago,” he said, “* we were 
allowing’ our drivers to drop their customers 
within half a block or so of the storesthat 
are on the blacklist. This became obnoxious 
during the rainy weather, and we received 
s0 many complaints that we put the ques- 
tion up to the joint council, saying that we 
intended tg‘ deliver goods’ in the future, and 
requesting that we be given union men with 
a pass. This was refused. We will not re- 
cede. It means a strike, as far as I can see, 
although I still have hopes that the union 
men will reconsider their vote. 

“ We recently drew up new contracts with 
the union. There is a clause which says 
that all questions shall be submitted to ar- 
bitration. They, however, now. repudiate 
this contract, saying that in times of war no 
contracts stand. 


Funerals May Be Affected: 

““ So far,’’ continued Mr. Perrigo, “ the 
union men have avoided the question of how 
the strike will affect funerals, but this is 
bound to assume first importance as soon as 
the strike is called. The police cannot keep 
up with funerals to Graceland or Rosehill.

WORKMEN SINK BUILDING, | 
REMOVING IT BY TUNNEL. 


Novel Way of Clearing Site on Which 


the Northern Trust Bank Will’ Be 


Erected, | 

The Bryan block, a five,.story building at 
La Salle and Monroe siréets, has begun to 
disappear below. the ground. The structure 
for years has been a landmark around 

“ change.””. When it was new,the.-idea 
of its ever sinking into. the ground would 
have been put down as a wild fantasy. As 
soon as the building has disappeared a new 
one will rise as mysteriously. It will be the 
Northern Trust company’s bank, of steel, 
fireproof construction. 

The Illinois Tunnel company’s service has 
made this innovation in building wrecking 
and construction possible. Many persons 
who have stopped to see the old structure 
disappear have wondered where it has gone. 
They have seen no wagons hauling away the 
débris. The building evidently has gone 
down like a sinking ship. In its place the 
foundations of the new structure will seem 
to ‘‘grow” out of the ground. 

** We may extend our work,” said President 
Wheeler of the tunnel company, “to in- 
clude several other buildings in Clark and 
La Salle streets that are to be removed 
to make way for better ones. Although the 
steel girders cannot be carried through the 
subterranean passageways, it is practicable 
to haul the foundation material through the 
tunnel, and to remove the dirt that is dug 
out. In time it may be possible for us to 
destroy and erect buildings in the loop dis- 
trict, doing all the work from underground.” 


THOUSANDS GATHER TO.SEE

Philadelphia, Pa., May 14.—[Special.]—

Mysterious secrets, such as would over- 
throw the present Austrian ruler, were cred- 
ited to this woman. When she appeared 
eight years ago it was mysteriously whis- 
pered among the few in the north end that 
Carlotta, sister-in-law of Emperor Francis 
Joseph, was here in disguise, having es 
caped from Brussels, where she had for 
many years been confined in an asylum, 

Italians are fairly familiar with Austrian 
history. When they were told that Carlotta 
had come 'to collect a few faithful followers 
and enough money to use in connection with 
her all powerful secrets, and that those-who 
aided her would bask in her royal favor, they 
believed their fortunes were made. | 

When the woman disappeared from her 
sumptuous apartments, after open hints that

Minor disorders were at Reval, 
Kisheneff, and one or two other places, but 
up to midnight there were no reporte of 
serious tumults or loss of life; an@ the, at- 
tempt of the social democrats and social 
revolutionists to signalize May day by great 
anti-government demonstrations to 
have been a failure. 

Dispatches from Kazan, Tiflis, ‘Saratof, 
Cronstadt, Rostovon-Don, Kieff, Vologda, 
Tomsk, and other cities say the workmen 
observed the day asa holiday, that the shops 
were closed, and that quiet. snot dis- 
turbed. 

In St. Petersburg/the day 
perfect quiet and without bloodshed. The 
revolutionaries found it impossible to exe- 
cute the program of demonstrations and 
bomb throwing which they had advertised, 
the workingmen: declining to sacrifice them- 
selves to advance the propaganda of their 
self-constituted leaders, and the meetings 
were attended chiefly by spectators, 


Cossacks Much in Evidence. 7 

Squads of Cossacks patrolled the streets, 
reserves being held out of sight in court- 
yards, and the guard regiments were re- 
tained under arms in their barracks. The 
streets were less thronged than usual. More 
or less tension and agitation were apparent 
in the industrial quarters among workmen 
promenading under the eyes of Cossacks, 
but otherwise the city wore a normal ap- 
pearance. 

At the Preobrajensky cemetery, where the 
principal meeting in honor of “ The January 
Martyrs,"’ as the victims of “ Red Sunday” 
are called, had been advertised, a scanty 
crowd of curiosity seekers assembled. Cos- 
sacks dispersed the crowd, the more aggres- 
sive of whom sang the “ Marseillaise."’ This 
defiance was met by a charge of Cossacks, 
who used their whips freely, dia many 
injuries. 


Girl Students Whipped by Cossacks. 


There was a similar on Vassili {s- 
land, where a dozen students, mainly girls, 
raised the “ Marseillaise.”’ Cossacks can- 
tered up and dispersed the crowd with wh ps, 
seeming to take special pleasure in slashing 
the girl students with their whips; but the 
latter apparently were anxious to pose as 
martyrs, and deliberately provoked attack 
by singing revolutionary songs. 

The day closed with a tumult in one of 
the people's parks where, while mérrymak- 
ers were dancing Russian national dances, 
agitators scattered proclamations among the 
crowd and drove a scanty guard of police 
into an artificial lake. Cossacks came up at 
a gallop wielding their whips, rescued the 
police and made numerous arrests. |
